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This decision concerns the "Request for Corrected Filing Receipt" filed on December 19, 2003, 
re-filed on March 15, 2004 and again on July 27, 2004/ This correspondence is being properly 
treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.10(c) to correct the filing date for the above-referenced 
application. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

The petition requests an earlier filing date of December 5, 2003 rather than the presently 
accorded filing date of December 6, 2003, on the basis that the application was deposited on 
December 5, 2003 in the U.S. Postal Service (USPS) "Express Mail Post Office to Addressee" 
service ("Express Mail") pursuant to the requirements of 37 CFR 1.10.

Although a true copy of the mailing label is not enclosed with the petition, there is sufficient 
information for inferring that this application was deposited in the USPS Express Mail on 
December 5, 2003. The petition is thus granted.
